NEW SWISS MILITARY LAW. 

A Reiter tolegram (November 3) from 
Berne says :—The Swiss: people to-day j- 
ratified by 326,102 yotes to 264,183 the 
new Military Law’ which was almost 
unanimously passed by the two Chambers. | 


| This law, which is to replace that of 1874, 


has u threofold object. It prolongs’ the 
Period of primary instruction for” the 
soldier, and thus, lays the greater part of 
the burdon of military service on the 
younger men. It establishes: a’ moro 
complete system of military education for 
the officers, while the power of the principal 
officors in command will be increased, and 
they will thiis be ronderod more independ- 
ent of the Military Administration. 

The Paris correspondent of the “Times,” 
writing in roference to the now Saw,- says; 
If all apponrances.are not ‘doceptive, 
antimilitarism has received a hard blow 
from tho result of the Swiss people's vote 
in favour of the now niilitary law—which 
increases rather than diminishes the milita- 
ry obligations of the able-bodied malo 
population—giving it a majority, roughly 
speaking, of 60,000 out of a total of 590,000 
v In any case it strengtlions the 
military organisation of Switzerland, who 
was already im possession of a. first-class 
small army destined to be a poworful 
auxilinry to any Of the. largo -armica
